OTTAWA-—Chief Justice Emmett M. Hall 
of Saskatchewan is an unusual kind of royal 
commissioner: he's not satisfied with com- 
pleting his commission's three-year inquiry 
into health services and letting it go at that. 
He wants action. 

The commission's first report, lact June, 
boiled down to a streng recommendation for 
universal medicare. The second report, out 
last month, not only blueprints how medicare 
might be administered, but also essays to de- 
molish the arguments of those who oppose 
quick action on medicare. 

Moreover, His Lordship has also been mak- 
ing a few public speeches here and there—in 
effect, going into the marketplace of public 
opinion and huckstering his product. 

The Pearson. government is a little discon- 
cegted by this. True, it promised medicare, 
but it didn’t say when. It doesn’t want to be 
pushed into medicare by the royal commission 
report or by public demand whetted by His 
Lordship’s speeches, On the other hand, the 
government does not want to give the impres- 
sion it’s dragging its feet, loath to keep its 
election promise. 

* * * 

Costs and shortages of doctors and health 

facilities are reasons government sources give 


The experts estimate first, a capital ex- 
penditure of $91 millions in 1966, rising to $116 
millions in 1967, just-to provide extra health 
service facilities.

Politically they could be as disas- 
trous, as every opposition party could damn 
the government and promise more.

Probably the only thing that could “‘sell’’ 
gericare or kiddicare as a starter is the short- 
ages of doctors, of medical schools and in- 
structors. The federal health authorities assert 
there are not enough doctors to provide the 
service that full medicare would demand, and. 
that due to instructional limitations it will take 
years to meet such demand.

‘The Unhappy Warrior

Lester Pearson's relations 
with his Quebee followers have 
about them an air of desper- 
ation, somehow. reminiscent of 
the famous cry.uttered by a 
19th Century French revolu- 
tionary named Alexandre Le- 
dru-Rollin. Amid the confu 
sion of a rampaging Parisian 
mob during the February 
Revolution of 1348, Ledru-Rol- 
lin was heard to shout: “I've 
got to follow them—I am their 
leader!" 

The prime minister's deal- 
ings with Quebec province 
have been the source both of 
his most impressive achieve- 
ment and his most agonizing 
humiliation. 

It is undeniably to his credit 
that Pearson has provided the 
main impulse which has helped 
to bring under control the cen- 
trifugal forces threatening to 
split English and French Can- 
ada. No other politician could 
have done it. By personally 
identifying hiniself with the 
broad goals of the Quebec 
Revolution, Pearson has held 
the country together, effecting 
& profound national transition) 
without a national convulsion. |

son's unwillingness—or inabil- 
ity—to cope with the curious 
behaviour of his Quebec col- 
Jeagues has plunged his 
ministration deep into the pur 
gatory of political scandal.

He 
has placed a self-portrait along- 
side: an abstract composition 
nrade out of a ‘thickly painted 
plastic table-mat and an impres- 
sion made by the same mat. 
The portrait is painted with a 
distorting energy that seems 
partly seif-flagellation and partly 
wry self-acceptance, 

The twisted body seems ;,to 
mock all human pretension to 
beauty and dignity, but the lined 
face is filled with strength, and 
the eyes contain a vision. ' 

The abstract composition be- 
side this figure seems to/ both 
reward and challenge it.

In it she. says that. athletes do not always let the Games 
interfere with normal pleasures. Sweden—and Japan, ax host 
Olympic countries, says Mrs. Ware, provided boy athletes with 
girl companions to hold hands with, etc.
